Select  Hyacinths 

The  flower  that  everyone  associates  with  Holland,  and  which  always  recalls  the  old  windmills 
and  canals  of  the  Netherlands.  They  are  the  pride  of  all  outdoor  gardens,  and  may  be  grown  indoors 
with  ease  during  the  winter.  The  flowers  are  closely  set  on  long  spikes,  making  a very  graceful 
appearance.  They  are  very  sweet  scented,  fine  texture,  with  delicate  colorings  to  the  brightest  of  bright. 


10  li’Iiiiioceiice.  Pure  white,  early  and  a good 

forcer.  It  makes  an  excellent  display  when 
grown  in  beds,  but  is  also  used  for  growing 
in  pots  or  in  water  in  the  house.
